The feeling that a “government of the people, by the people, and for the people” is the best, led to the establishment 
of the Honor System at V.I. Under the system each girl is responsible to herself and to her classmates to live a life based 
on the ideal of honor, to uphold that ideal in the classroom, in social life, and in many other campus activities. It is a sys-

and High School classes, one other member of the Senior class, and the Student Government president.

Mrs. Stamper heads the history depart- 
ment, which acquaints the students with 
the story of man’s development from 
past to present, giving him a better un- 
derstanding of America’s economic, soc- 
ial, and political problems of today. 
Courses are offered in American history, 
current history, and world history. Mrs. 
Willett directs the high school history 
department. 


] 
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Four classes of English are taught in the 
high school and college sections of V.I. Eng- 
lish III consists of composition, grammar, 
and literary types, with emphasis placed on 
composition. English IV includes a review 
of the principles of grammar and compo- 
sition and a survey of English literature. 
English V stresses correctness, naturalness, 
and originality of expression, both oral and 
written. Emphasized during the last semes- 


ter is the research theme. 


English VI is a thorough course in British 
literature, which also gives extensive exper- 
ience in writing literary criticisms based on 
parallel readings. Students have a chance to 
become better acquainted with great liter- 


ary masters through Mr. Cooke’s exhibits. 


Included in the foreign language depart- 
ment are French and German with Dean 
Pflug, Spanish under Mr. Cobb, and Latin 
and French taught by Mrs. Amis. Each 
first year course deals with pronunciation, 
grammar, reading, composition, and con- 
versation. The second year involves a re- 
view of grammar, with selected readings 
from modern writers. The third year is a 
survey of the literature of the particular 


language.
